ASCARIDS    IN    CATTLE 

The  bureau  is  making  an  effort  to  obtain  information  regarding  the  frequency 
of  the  occurrence  of  ascarids  in  cattle  in  the  United  States.  Through  the  co- 
operation of  Dr.  A.  F.  Staub,  inspector  in  charge  at  New  Orleans,  data  on  about 
5,000  full-grown  cattle  and  an  equal  number  of  calves  have  been  received.  In- 
formation from  other  points  in  the  United  States,  particularly  in  the  Southern 
States,  is  desired.  Bureau  employees  therefore  are  requested  to  make  an  effort 
to  supply  this  information  if  possible. 

Representative  specimens  of  different  sizes  should  be  preserved  in  about  10  per 
cent  formalin  and  forwarded  to  the  Zoological  Division  for  specific  determination, 
since  two  species  of  ascaris  are  known  to  occur  in  American  cattle,  one  species 
(Ascaris  vitulorum)  being,  so  far  as  known,  a  strictly  bovine  parasite,  and  the 
other  species  (A.  lumbricoides)  being  found  in  hogs,  human  beings,  and  other 
hosts. 

Any  information  and  help  on  this  subject  will  be  appreciated.
